otally Captivated follows com- 

mitment-phobic Ewon Jung, a 
warm-hearted college student working 
hard to get by in life, one that has actu- 
ally just become more difficult. As pay- 
back for his infidelity, Ewon is forced by 
ex-boyfriend Jiho into a job, working 
hard for no pay and no benefits. Now 
working for Jiho’s new boyfriend, Mook- 
yul Eun, a Mafia leader who insists he’s 
a legitimate business man, Ewon’s days 
are filled with enduring dangerous situa- 
tions, cleaning, running errands and not 
to mention the more-than-just-occa- 
sional sexual harassment from Mookyul.

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even begin to tell you how difficult it 

is to come across great titles in terms 

of manga and manhwa here. Strangely 
enough, when rummaging through the 
boxes of manga, the thing that enticed 
me to pick up Totally Captivated was not 
that I recognized it to be a BL title, but 
the artwork and the vivid colours of the 
covers that just stood out to me. 


Even briefly looking through it each 
character leaves an impression on the 
reader. After some time I had gotten 
tired of reading manga/manhwa in 
which someone would show up, and I 
need to ask myself, ‘who is this again?’ 
due to everyone looking so similar or 
some of the more minor characters

so simple or without detail. Not here 
though; each and every person, whether 
a major or minor character, stood out as 
someone actually memorable. Whether 
it was details or the bit of personal style 
they were each given upon re-appear- 
ances you always remembered who they 
were. The details and symbolism in this 
were quite impressive; I could probably 
spend ten minutes decoding the cover 
artwork symbolism alone. 


The characters in this story, either in 
terms of appearance or personality, all 
seem to be very appealing. Now if this 
means their personalities and appear- 
ance combined are liked or disliked, it 
again tends to depend on the reader. The 
reason for this is simple; each character 
is as realistic as possible, and just like 
real people we're forced to decide just 
what our views of that person are despite 
everything, including their faults. 


Ewon Jung is probably the most com- 
plex character, or at least the one I found 
most interesting when getting to know 
through each volume, and this is proba- 
bly because like any other person there’s 
a lot of layers to him. Ewon’s warm and 
friendly nature makes him naturally 
loved by a lot of people and gives him 
the ability to get along with just about 


everyone. But even through that he 
doesn't let people get too close to the real 
him. 


From a young age he learned to do 
everything himself, becoming indepen- 
dent, and learning the meaning of hard 
work and good education from his insis- 
tence that it will help to make him happy 
in the future. This attitude, although it 
served him well and pushed him forward 
in life, means that he doesn’t let himself 
get attached to anything and doesn't 
fall in love; fearing that he would lose 
everything. So he’s closed off his heart, 
keeping people away, keeping them from 
getting too close, knowing that it would 
hurt all the more if he did get attached, 
and stimulating the end of all his re- 
lationships with infidelity in hopes of 
getting abandoned for that reason and 
no other. 


For me, that was something extremely 
impressive to find in this manhwa since 
when I first started reading it I didn't ex- 
pect something so in-depth, with a care- 
fully calculated difference between what 
Ewon says and does, versus how he feels 
and what he keeps to himself. The subtle 
details of Ewon’s personality are some- 
thing that you're always discovering. 


Mookyul, on the other hand is quite opposite, 
but he’s also extremely unexpected. As a natural 
leader hes bold and aggressive, with his quick 
temper intimidating everyone and keeping peo- 
ple and their work organized. Even though going 
against him would be suicide we often find that 
his employees truly are loyal to him for reasons 
other than the fact that he can scare them; he 
actually has a very generous and understanding 
side to himself. Of course this is a side of him 
that they had only learnt of upon devoting them- 
selves to working well for him, but nonetheless 
most continue to work hard because they're able 
to see sides of him that he cannot show when it 
comes to business. 


Life growing up was no harder for Ewon as it 
was for Mookyul, and the thing that got Mookyul 
through was the memory of the young boy from 
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his elementary school that reminded him that 

he would never be alone and this same memory 
motivated him in the same way Ewon was moti- 
vated with plenty of determination to work hard. 
It’s only after the two of them meet, and Mookyul 
realizes the importance of the other that things 
start to progress, so to speak, and that Ewon 
slowly learns to realize that he has always wanted 
someone to love, and someone to love him back. 


The storyline, to me, seems to be one of the 
more unique ones. Most people go into mafia-re- 
lated BL stories with at least a few presumptions 
and whether those are good things or bad things 
often depend on peoples tastes. Totally Capti- 
vated is not much different, but it’s certainly not 
because it follows a mafia-BL equation. While 
gang-related troubles certainly do show up, this 
story deals most of all with the people, rather 


’ — 


than just the business that Mookyul is in. At its core, the serious situations and powerful feelings, the humour in 
story deals with its characters sorting their own lives out. there certainly helps to keep things light at times. Even 
Due to Ewon’s fear of commitment and with Mookyul’s amongst the terrifying situations, the sadder or more 
brash and insistent attitude there’s always some back and touching moments, or the romantic ones, there’s always 
forth between the characters which can make things both _ going to be a bit of humour in there which makes the 
complicated and exhilarating to read. whole thing quite a laid-back read all together.

he excitement for the first BL con in Malay- 

sia was building up quite rapidly. Due to the 
content of this genre is rather controversial in the 
country where I am from, many attendees ex- 
pressed anxiety when the event had announced; 
but that did not deter fan’s eagerness and antici- 
pation for it. The event is called Sawachi Nijikai, 
promptly organized by an experienced group of 
people for ACG (Anime/Comics/Games) events, 
led by Waninoko, who is a huge BL fan. 


I was unsure what to expect because it was my 
first time revealing myself to people as AarinFanta- 
sy. In real life Iam a rather quiet person and doing 
that was really a big deal for me. 


My first step into the venue was greeted by 
friendly staff members at the ticketing area.

OO: April 6th 2013 the YaYCon edition “Back to the Future” was held to 
celebrate yaoi and yuri with special attention to science fiction. YaYCon 
is a Dutch convention that has hosted four editions and tries to bridge an- 
ime culture with interest in Western slash/femme slash. Every year, we have a 
slightly different theme that structures our events and keeps the topics fresh. 
We found that science fiction bridges these two fan cultures well as a common 
‘ interest and shared set of tropes. 


The small convention, with 500 visitors, was held in Amesfoort in 
Icoontheater; a charming theater venue with ample of lecture rooms.

In particular, YaYCon 
was very happy to receive Hamletmachine, the author of the popular space 
opera yaoi Starfighter. Thanks to her wonderful and loyal fans, who support- 
ed a small crowd funding project, she was able to fly to-The Netherlands. Her 
delightful presence resonated with the European fans who attended her panel 
and stand en masse. Hamlet enticed the fans with extra sketches and informa- 
tion and held trivia. Several other artists also joined in. We were also happy to 
receive author Anne Delseit of the popular yaoi publishing company Firean- 
gels who lectured on “Germanga’” (German manga). Moreover, Nina Nowacki 
of Fireangels and the webcomic Young Prophets provided a drawing 
workshop. ~ «s 
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YaYCon offered an elaborate workshop and lecture track in separate rooms. The 
workshops included papercraft, lucky charms crafting, amigurumi, manga drawing and 
a “build your own star ship!” contest, amongst others, given by active crafters from the 
Dutch fan scene. The lecture track was also fully booked with topics as cosplay acting 
by the Dutch World Cosplay Summit contestants of 2012. Moreover, K-Pop news was 
provided by internet magazine Kome while another lecturer offered tips and tricks for 
figurine collection. Another pride and joy was the slash studies panel which included 
Nele Noppe from the Catholic University of Leuven who discussed Avatar fandom and 
fan activism. 


An AMV competition and cosplay competition gave fans the opportunity to show 
their skills in the theater. Moreover, we hosted an auction for charity, the profits of which 
were donated to Meer dan Gewenst: a society that instructs LGBT parents who want to 
have children.

Momotama). It was included with the Animate Limited Edition version of the 7th, and final, tankubon of the manga that 
was released in March. When I heard last year that they were making an OVA for one of my favourite manga, I was so 
excited, but also sad because the series was ending. I was really looking forward to seeing it, and I was not disappointed!

For those of you who haven't had the pleasure of reading 
the manga (and why not!? Go and read it right this instant! ~_/), 
it follows the lives and adventures of Johnny Rayflo, an openly 
gay vampire from the middle ages, and his vassal Charles J Chr- 
ishunds (aka Chris, Cherry), a vampire/cyborg who works as a 
vampire hunter for the Vatican. 


Rayflo loves Chris, and Chris is constantly fighting a battle 
between his desire for his master, and his devotion to God and his 
faith. You could say that the blood-sucking is used as a stand-in 
for sex, and believe me some of the blood-sucking scenes in the 
manga are hotter than actual sex scenes! 


For some reason this series is classed as josei, despite the 
fact that it has very strong (and obvious) shonen-ai undertones. 
Apparently Chrono-sensei was planning on writing a yaoi man- 
ga and asked one of her friends what they thought of yaoi. The 
friend said something along the lines of “yaoi is gross”, so we 
ended up with a watered-down version, lol. 


The OVA faithfully follows the plot of the first chapter of 
the manga, pretty much panel by panel if you read it at the same 
time. There are some additions, which still fit into the plot quite 
well, and the only thing that seems to be missing is the toe-suck- 
ing scene, much to the disappointment of fans. 

It is animated by Production IG, best known for Ghost 
in the Shell, Patlabor, xxxHolic, and the animated sequence in 
Quentin Tarantino’ Kill Bill Vol. 1. As can be expected of such a 
well-known company, the animation is flawless and highly de- 
tailed. Despite the fact that it is set mostly at night, there are no 
issues with the visuals, and everything is clear and crisp. The fight 
scenes, thought short, are especially well done. 


The seiyuu mostly reprise their roles from the drama CDs. 
Rayflo is voiced by Keiji Fujiwara (Shiro Fujimoto (Ao no Exor- 
cist), Maes Hughes (Fullmetal Alchemist), Village Chief (Araka- 
wa Under the Bridge)) and Chris by Ryotar6 Okiayu (K (Gravita- 
tion), Shigure Souma (Fruits Basket), Scar (Fullmetal Alchemist), 
and Byakuya Kuchiki (Bleach)), and they are perfectly suited to 
their characters. 


The only seiyuu I didn't like is Princess Marie's, although 
she is growing on me with repeated viewings. The voice just 
seems a little too immature in places for the character. The inclu- 
sion at the beginning of a French speaking seiyuu for Chris as a 
child was a nice touch, as in the manga it is never really specified 
where he and Rayflo actually come from, simply saying some- 
where in 
Europe. 


The music is wonderful. It is quite different to the music found in most anime; most of it wouldn't be out of place 
in a church, and perfectly suits the gothic and melancholic tone of the story. 


In conclusion, the OVA captures the spirit of the manga perfectly. From Chris’ despair at falling further and 
further away from his god, to the comedic moments between him and Rayflo, it’s all there. We can only hope that 


they will extend the OVA into a full series in the future.

Wwawayaya: Fans of Shungiku Nakamura’s manga, 
Junjou Romantica won’t be disappointed by its anime 
which conveys the dilemmas three sets of lovers face: 
coming to terms with their histories, sexuality, and age 
differences. The anime is actually superior to the man- 
ga. The art is neater and the characters actually look 
normal. Since the story line closely mirrors the manga, 
none of the charm in the dialog is lost. All divergences 
enrich the characterization, such as the vignette on Us- 
ami and Hiroki’s childhood that was only alluded to in 
the manga. The voice actors are first rate. Hikaru Hana- 
da who provides the voice for the suave Usami oozes 
sex appeal. Any criticism of the anime, is also attribut- 
able to the manga: particularly the sometimes tenuous 
plot, and at best, average artwork.

Xephia: Junjou Romantica is still one of today’s most popular yaoi anime series, and justifiably so. The main theme 
of the series is first love, and it follows three stories revolving around six main male characters. Each pair is complete- 
ly different, making the series attractive to any yaoi fan, regardless of specific taste. It’s a romantic comedy, and unlike 
many similar series, the humor is actually there and doesn’t just make the viewers cringe with embarrassment. While 
some of the characters start off a little, if not a lot, cliche, I’m happy to say that they do develop as the story progress- 
es. We get insight into their thoughts, their histories and their emotions. While they still remain a little predictable at 
times, they have enough depth to make them believable. There are, however, a few things that let the anime down. 
The character design is one of them. while |, personally, quite liked the art, | found that many of the characters looked 
similar and that more time seems to have been spent on the younger characters.

f you have none yaoi novel to read and you want to have a 

good time, just try this one. Sure when you see the cover at 
first sight, you cant really imagine how great and interesting 
this story can be, I can say that, as it was my first yaoi novel. 
The beginning starts with the main character's family life and 
situation, which isn't really important to understand the plot. 
But it permits to understand this cute and hot boy mind, opin- 
ion and behaviour. It deals with a student who has a strange 
relationship with his math teacher. Just give you a special sum- 
mary of the situation, the way I feel this book. 
Shiina is a seventeen years old, cool and beautiful guy, who 
is used to be ignored by his parents who prefer his younger 
brother who is two years younger (but this detail doesnt really 
matter). We notice as we continue to read that Shiina is appre- 
ciated by women, and he is used to have sex with one of them, 
it’s obvious she is older than him (even if we can think the con- 
trary). And she paid him for this, but he isn’t an escort boy (it’s 
strange). But the story really begins when Shiina is in Math’s 
lesson, with Sesagawa Tetsuya who is the teacher (of course), 
the way this math’s teacher stares and looks at Shiina is ambig- 
uous, and we can feel a tension. 


I forget to say that Shiina is often alone, because he 
prefers to be like that, this point doesn't have to be neglected as 
it’s one of the reasons why this hot boy will be closer with his 
dear teacher. One day, Shiina is attacked by few boys and man 
and fortunately (or not) his teacher went through the street, 
but as soon as Sesagawa saved him, he asks a reward for his 
help: “If you keep me company, I won't call on you in class for 
week. How about that?” and we discover later what that’s per- 
vert teacher really wants: It doesn’t matter what you think. As 
you let me touch you however I want, I'll be satisfied”. So here 
we are. The sequel is a succession of hot situations and Shiina’s 
questions about is sexual orientation and his lonely life.

This novel is like a chocolate 
cake crunchy on the outside and soft and based with- 
in, just as Okane Ga Nai and few others yaoi such 
as Totally Captivated... at points. As always in yaoi, 
we find secondary characters as school students and 
classmates, a girl here. A teacher and adult friends. 
Although they aren't as important or as present as in 
Junjou Romantica with Sumi or Isaka, they give some momen- 
tum to the plot. It is true that the reader's imagination plays 
a very important role, so that one is moved by the story. And 
here, the illustrated pages, designed to give life the imagina- 
tion. They are like indices, which are marvellous pearls. Al- 
though this novel is not new, because it was released on 22 July 
2008, I can't help advise you it. This novel marks perhaps the 
beginning of a long series of other yaoi novel, as was the case 
for me. To sum up, this novel is like a sweet cake with its dark 
and disorders (drama). But it holds the road and still worth 
taking. Miyu Matsuda has combined the most popular of its 
kind (yaoi). So read it and you will spend a good time with hot 
cakes and hot chocolate, candy or any candies that makes you 


happy.
